Eight Superintendents and Six 
Board Presidents in a Period 
of 47 Years. 



The Western Kentucky Lunatic 
Asylum was built in 1854 and was 
at first controlled by a Board of 
five Commissioners, who appomted 
t the superintendent and other offi- 
cers. The first Board failed tc 
agree and Gov. Powell thereupon 
appointed the first superintendent, 
Dr. Saml Annam. who served four 
years 

In 1858 Dr. F. M, Montgomery 
was appointed superintendent and 
served until Nov. 60, I860, when the 
Asylum was destroyed bv fire. 
The legislature meeting soon after- 
wards abolished the office of super 
•4ntendent and created tbat of visit 
• ng physician, the patients in the 
meanwhile being quartered in and 
about Hopkinsville. Dr. Montgom 
ery continued until June 1, 1863, 
Whe Asylum.havingin the meanwhile 
▼^>een rebuilt. 

" ' ' The third superintendent was Dr. 
James- Rodman, who was elected by 
the Board of Commissioners and 
continued in office from 1863 to 1871 

|g> when Gov. Leslie appointed him, 

■ the appointive power having been 
lodged in the Governor. He was 
successively reappointed by Gov. 

• McCreary, Gov. Blackburn, Gov. 
Knott, and was tendered and de- 
clined reappointment, by Gov. 
Buckner in 188') having served con- 
.' tinuously almost 20 years, or a pe- 

■ riod covering more than half the his- 
tory of the Asylum. 

Dr. Rodman was succeeded by 
Dr B. W. Stone, who had been bis 
first assistant physician for nearly 
20 years. He was appointed by 
Gov Buckner in February 1889 
and reappointed in 1893 by Gov. 
Brown, serving until 1890, when the 
first Republican Governor removed 
him for political reasons in the 
muM ot his second term and ap. 
- pointed Dr. 13. F. Letcher, of Hen- 
derson. Br. Letcher served about 
one year and was succeeded in HOT 
by Dr T. W. Gardiner, o Madisjn 
rilUj- who filled the poatti* «l*til 
Jul)*l900, nearly 3tf years. In 
]<i ln > Jr. B. li. McCormick Was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Beckham and 
served for ten months. He was suc- 
ceeded May 1.

amending the revenue law of 1898 
went into effect Monday. 

Some of the ordinary articles on 
which the tax will be taken off en^ 
tirjely are chewing gum, cosmetics 
and pei lumery. The one cent tax 
on telegraph messages, which the 
people were compelled to pay, and 
the one cent tax on telephone mes- 
aages, which the telephone com- 
panies paid, will be discontinued- 
Promissory notes, bank checks and 
sight drafts will also be relieved of 
the little stamp. The tax will be 
reduced on cigars and cigarettes, 
b"ut not on tobacco. Beer will be 
slightly relieved ol the tax also, but 
not sufficient to affect the size of 
bottle.

Wjll Take Place In Hopkinsville, 
Ky., July IOth and 11th. 



In a few days the Great Good 
Roads convention will assemble in 
Hopkinsville and the time between 
now and the 10th inst. will be put 
in by the management of the con- 
vention in farther perfecting the 
many little details that are always 
put off until the last moment. Inter- 
. estin the convention and the good 
roads movement is increasing every 
hour and Hopkinsville is making ar 
rangements to entertain a very 
large number of people. All of the 
committees are working hard and 
nothing that will make the conven- 
tion more attractive will be left un 
done. The committee on entertain- 
ment will do all in its power to make 
the visit of each and every person 
who attends the convention as pleas- 
ant as possible and will fully sustain 
Hopkinsville' s wide reputation for 
hospitality. This committee intends 
to make everybody have a good time 
and that it will succeed everybody 
who knows the gentlemen compos- 
ing it feels assured. Hopkinsville 
never does anything on a small scale, 
and when it starts in to have a con- 
vention it hss one, and a sure enough 
one, at that. 

OUT HUSTLING. 

For abeut ten days or two 
weeks several wide-a-wake, hustling 
citizens of Hopkinsville were

the convention. While in Nashville 
^theyoalled upon Governor McMil- 
lan, who is himself a most enthusias- 
tic good roads man, and enlisted his 
aid and invited him to attend the 
convention and deliver an address 
such as the one he made at the Good 
Roads convention at Jackson, Tenn., 
a few weeks ago- It is highly prob 
able that the Governor will accept 
the invitation and partake of genu- 
ine old Kentucky hospitality, though 
at the time the invitation was ex- 
tended he could not gi>v a definite 
answer. In their rounds these gen 
tlemen called upon the county judgy 
of every county in this section and 
tried to impress upon each of them 
the importance of attending in per- 
son and also of appointing delegates 
to attend so as to learn the best 
method of making good roads to the 
end that they may on their return to 
their homes at once set to work to 
improve the public highways of their 
own counties. Right here it is where 
it is believed that the great benefit

the returning delegates having been 
brought to realize the advantage of 
good roads and having seen bow 
simple a thing it is to oonstruot them 
will never rest until they have in- 
duced the people in every locality to 
go to work in earnest and keep up 
that work until bad roads are a 
thing of the past. That's why the 
convention is to be held, that's why 
the gentlemen having the matter in 
band are working so hard to get del- 



egates to attend from every locality. 
TheybeUeve that every additional 
delegate will mean ac 
strength for the good roads move- 
ment somewhere, and they are work- 
ing for the benefit not of any special 
locality, but for the good of the en- 
tire country. They oould not possi- 
bly have any other object in doing 
all this bard work, for Hopkinsville 
and Christian county have no ax to 
grind, the interest of all the counties 
is the same — the improvement of the 
public roads, and all the counties 
sending delegates can be and will be 
equally benefitted by the convention, 
and any county failing to send dele- 
gates will be making a big mistake.

Beokham's proc- 
lamation calling attention to the Goad 
Roads Oonventlon to be held here July 
10-11 and authorizing Oounty Judges 
and Mayors to appoint delegates, tbe 
Louisville Post's Frankfort oirrespond-

The good roads' question it attracting 
a t ntion all over the State, but nowhere 
la the Blaegrass or Beargrass is it of as 
vital importance aa it if in the Pesnj- 
rileandthe Purohasa. The Biuegrs»s 
oonnties are now traversed In every di- 
rection by magnificent roads. They 
are not so nearly perfoot as the famous 
sy or Connecticut roads, nor as 
good as tome of the roads in other 
Northern and Eastern States, but Cen- 
tral Kentucky has more miles of good 
rosdt tht.u any other like area of ooun 
try in ths United States. , 

Western and Southern Kentucky are 
not so well fixed. On aooount of the 
comparative tcaroity of material for 
building macadam roads, a great deal 
of that part of ths stats has been trav- 
ersed until lately only by dirt roadt, ex- 
cept where gravel it readily obtainable, 
i the viololty of Padnosb in Ohrli- 
oouniy some good macadam rosd 
have been built. The immense advan- 
tages to tbe industries of the oounty and 
ommsros of Hpkinsville that have 
accrued from the good roads* thst have 
besn built, have awakened an interest 
est in the good roads' development that 
was never before felt, and a big attend- 
ance it expected at tho convention to be 
hsld there July 10 and 11,
